Mr. E. A. PONTIFEX in the chair. 





Mr. J.C. LEAVER (the secretary) read the notice convening the | 


meeting, and the directors’ report and statement of accounts were 
submitted :—The balance-sheet and the profit and loss account for 
the 14 monthsended Dec, 31 showa lossof 2335/, 23. 10d. A considerabie rise 
having taken place in the dollar rates during the period siuce the close of the 
previous accounts, a profit of 49997. 163 Sd. is shown in the exchange account; 
of this amount, 3741/. arises from the increase in the dollar value on the stores 
brought forward from last year. The directors have, therefore, not considered 
it desirable to include the latter item in the profit and loss account, but have 
carried it to an exchange reserve account, 

The unsatisfactory result of the compiny’s operations has been brought about 
by the following causes :—Although, when possession of the property was 
handed over to the company some of the levels in the Carmelita Mine, which 
were in good order when originally inspected by Capt. Tredinnick were found 
to be stiil productive, the lode soon became sterile in many of them, and 
although during the period under review this mine has exhibited some promis- 
ing features the returns from it have been considerably less than in former 


| years, while it has at the same time required a larger expenditure owing to the 


unusual difficulties attending the work of extending the levels, caused by the 
nature of the ground, and the absence of good ventilation. The ventilation 
will, however, be very much improved as soon as the reopening of the eastern 
shaft is completed,and the levels will be rapidly advanced into the eastern 
ground, which was formerly very productive in the upper levels. 

The trial works in the mines of Percance and 8t. Elena have been steadily 
pursued but have not yet resulted in any good discoveries of ore, but in each 
of them the prospects of ultimate success are very encouraging. Preparations 
for reopening the Deseada Mine have been commenced. Smeiting operations 
have been unprofitable, from the fact that another smelting establishment on 
the coast has been started, and the proprietor being possessed of large coal 
mines close to the works, has throughout the year been in a position to purchase 
ores in the Tocopilla district at prices above those at which this company could 
profitably smelt them. : 

The trading operations of the company have earned a fair profit. Two of 

the shops show together a profit in the accounts of 20 2/. 6s. 5d. upon their 
trading. It isnot possible to separate the profit earned by the largest of the 
trading establishments—that at Bella Vista, for the reasons stated in Captain 
Tredinnick’s report. In view of the very disappointing results which were 
being manifested, the directors some months since resolved to make a material 
change in the management at Tocopilla, and appointed Mr. James Gill, whose 
antecedents justify them in believing that he is well qualified for the post of 
—— superintendent. He left for Tocopilla early last month. Previous to 
1is departure he spent considerable time in the London office, received full in- 
formation on the nature of the business and the requirements on all subjects 
The di- 
rectors trust that the result of this appointment will be a considerable improve- 
ment, especially in the trading and shopkeeping branches of the business and 
in the accounts. 

Looking to the large extent of the lode which the company is working upon 
at Carmelita, and to the fact also that on several occasions during the past year 
it showed very favourable indications, it is fair to hope that some of the valu- 
able shoots of ore met with in the upper levels will be found to extend to those 
new being driven under them, in which case the mine would, doubtless, almost 
immediately produce profitable returns. 

The CHAIRMAN: Gentlemen, my colleagues and I have to express 
our regret and disappointment that the report and accounts which 
have been presented to you do not disclose a more profitable re- 
sult during the fourteen months under review. They show, as you 
perceive, a balance of loss amounting to 23351. 2s. 10d. If we had 
taken credit for the effect of the rise in the exchange upon the book value of our 
stores, the suin of 37411. would have been added to the credit side of the accounts, 
ia which case there would have been a small profit of 1406/. inytead of a loss 
of 2335/. This profit, however, would not have been one justly attaching to our 
trading operations, and it may be neutralised by a corresponding fall in the 
exchange in the succeeding year. 
take credit for it, but we have carried it to an exchange reserve account. 





We have not, therefore, thought it right to 
The 
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generally unsatisfactory result of our operations during the past year has 
been almost wholly due to the falling off of the returns of the Carmelita Mine, 
and to the fact that the three other mines have not yet been opened out and de- 
veloped sufficiently to bring them into profitable working, and to replace any fal]- 
ing off in our mainstay of Carmelita. Neither has the reopening of the eastern 
vortion of the Oarmelita Mine by means of Jose’s shaft fecsedea sufficiently 
far to bring into operation all the ground under the No. 9 level, which we have 
every reason to believe to be as rich as it was in the western section. The produce 
trom the western section of the Carmelita Mine seems to have commenced fall- 
ing off soon after the mine was worked on account of the company from No- 
vember, 1880. From that time, yon will remember, till November, 1881 i; was 
worked on our account by the agents of the vendors, Capt. Tredinnick seems 
to have been of opinion that during that time the mine was not very advanta- 
geously worked, The a « Jose's shaft was not proceeded with, as I be- 
lieve he recomm -nded when he was there a year before examining the mine 
for the purpose of the report upon which you bought it, aud in consequence 
the long run of levels proceeding towards it from the western section are ut yet 
connected with it, and the ventilation in consequence was very defective. The 
effect of the defective ventilation is very peculiar. The want of ventilation rots 
the timbers and thas allows the levels to come together, and now the levels have 
to be reopenedat a very great delay and at considerable expense. No doubt 
during the last few months of the late management the manager would be 
more desirous of immediate retarns than for placing the mine in a positiou 
for future working, and if the work of exploration fails behind it is some time 
before the proper balance can be reproduced. This may account for much of the 
di ninution in our output during the past year, but probably the greater part is 
incidental to the nature of the deposit itself. It does not appear to consist of a 
continuous run of ore-bearing ground of pretty nearly uniform quality, but the 
copper ore exists .in nearly vertical shoots or chimueys of ore, and between 
these vertical shoots or chimneys of ore there is a considerable run of 
ground, Usually when there are so many leve!s in operation, if you hap- 
pen to be out of the shoots in one level you are in them in another, but tb 
has been our misfortune in the past year to be almost simultaneously out of 
rich shoots in nearly all the levels. We were not prepared to find that the de- 
posit was quite of this bunchy and uncertain nature, and we regret that when 
Oapt. Trediuaick originally examined it he did not inform himself on that point 
and communicate it tous, But there is no reason to doubt that we shall flud 
more rich shoots of ore in the western part of the nine—which the old workers 
worked exclusively for some time—and there is every reasonable certainty of 
finding tuem in the eastern portion below the No. 9 level, where you will see 
it is entirely virgin ground. There fs a large amount of ground still further 
east quite untouched, and there is some extent of ground further west also un- 
touched ; and Mr, Jose has informed us to-day that the proprietors of the ground 
contiguous to our western end sank a little shaft, and discovered vre which 
came directly into our mine, and we have every reason to expect to find a con- 
siderable quantity of ore between our western workings and Lne western buund- 
acy. The ground above the No. 9 in the eastern part of our mine was exceed- 
ingly productive. It was richer, I believe, than the ore «hich they have been 
wo: king in the western part. That is, therefore, a very encoun ng fact, and 
we have every reason to believe that that which is below the No. 9 level will be 
comparatively much richer than that in the western section, There is no rea- 
son to be discouraged as to the prospects of the Carmelita Mine, hough it \s 
exceedingly vexatious and disappointing that the produce should bave fallsn 
off so much just at the present time. The operations have not yet been continued 
sufficiently long at the other mines—Percance, 8t. Elena, and Desesus—iv 
bring them into profitable working, but they all present very favourable iu iica- 
tions, and we hope before long to be avle to prove that they are very valuable 
properties. The properties adjacent to Percance and 8t. Eiena are aiveady ob- 
taining very good results, and that it is a good augury of the success we may 
hope to find there. Leaving the mining operations for a moment and coming 
to discuss the trading establishments I should mention that the prosperity of the 
trading establishments depends to a greatextent upon that of the mines, and it is, 
therefore, satisfactory to lind that although we have earned no profit on the 
mining operations we have been able to earn some profit on the trading, The 
two shops 2f which the accounts are kept separately earned a profit of about 
2.00/., aud we have every reason to believe that the main trading establisument 
of Beila Vista has made a profit, but we are unable to dissect thatas the system 
of accounts we found in use there was so arranged as that many of the charges 
for mining aud so forth were debited to the Bella Vista trading establishment, 
and the accounts may therefore, look more unfavourably than it otherwise 
would do. We have sent out instructions to remedy that and we hope in 
future to beable to show you exactly what the trading has done separately 
from what themining hasdove. The shipping department of our business bas 
had considerable development given to it lately, and by meaus of our mole, our 
launches and cranes, we are enabled to undertake a good deal of the 
local business in shipping the produce of the other manufacturers, and we 
have lately undertaken a considerable contract for the shipment 
of nitrate of soda for some of the native producers. Our superintendent 
anticipates to derive a considerable revenue from this source, and, in fact, 
we are attaining a position generally on the coast in respect of our mining, 
trading, and shipping in which we should hope there isa great deal of profitable 
work to gravitate into our hands as we assume more importance there. Tue 
work in our smelting department has continued restricted. As you were in- 
formed at the Jast general meeting we had lost the opportunity of buying ores 
raised by other mines owing to the high prices given by other smelters on the 
coast for them. The consequence of this has been that we have only been able 
to keep one of the furnaces at work during the past year, and probably we shall 
not be able to keep the second furnace supplied until we have opened out the 
eastern portion of the Carmelitaground, Indeed, itis not impossible, consider- 
ing the high prices given for ores, that we may find it desirable to sell ali the 
ores On the spot, instead of smelting them ourselves, If we find that there isa 
larger profit derivable that way we shall have no hesitation in availing ourselves 
of auy generous offers which may be maie for them. Iu all these matters of 
close observation on the spot, aud keeping minute aud accurate accounts we hope 
to obtain considerable advice and assistance from our new superintendent, Mr. 
Gill. This gentleman has hat considerable experience in an establistiment 
sumewhat analogous to ourown, but on a larger svale—the Tharsis Ovpper 
Miningand Smelting Company. He has gone vut charged to look thoroughly 
into every part of the business, especially as to the costs of exch department and 
the nature of it, with the view to see what improvements can be made. He is 
intimately acquainted with the Spanish language, and we are inclined to think 
that perhaps partot Capt. Tredinnick’s want of success is due to the fact that 
he could not speak Spanish, We expect with confidence that we may derive 
cousiderable benefit from the appointment of Mr. Gill as superintendent ; Capt. 
Tredinnick remaining for the present, at all events, mining superintendent, 
devoting his attention entirely to that point. You will thus see that we have 
done all that was in our power, and that without any unnecessary |vss of time 
to place mattersona more satisfactory footing than they have been. Incon- 
clusion, the Chairman moved the adoption of the report and accounts. 

Mr, JoUN GALSWORTHY seconded the motion. 

Mr, C. 5. HILL was quite sure the directors shared the disappointment of the 
sharetiolders at the results of the operations, which seemed to be due to more 
than one cause, They were led to believe at the last meeting that the smelting 
difficulty was only likely to be temporary; but it seemed to be in just as active 
operation as ever it was. They were told that the vendors with somewhat im- 
perfect administration made a profit of about 18,000/. a year, and yet in the past 
year this company had made a loss, Capt. Tredinnick had the reputation of 
being an accomplished miner, and it would be absurd and improper to reflect 
on his qualitica ions in that respect; but drawing couclusions fro a results he 
was afraid Oapt. Tredinnick was not suited for the variety of duties which he 
was called upon to perform. He had no knowledge of Spanish, which seemed 
to bean essential, It had also been stated in a tetter wiuicu appeared in the 
Mining Journal that in the interval between Oapt. Tredinnick’s tuspection and 
report and the siguing of the contract thar the mine was disgravefully mis- 
managed. Of course, this statemeut might not carry conviction; but it might 
suggest facts. Whatever the cause, he was far from satisfied with the manage- 
meut of the property. 

Mr, NssaaM, while’ feeling disappointed said they must take the facts as 
they were, and give the board their best support. If any geutleman could make 
the company successful it was their board, upon whom the shareholders had a 
sort of moral claim, because but for the fact that the board were generally con- 
nected with the Cape Copper Company, probably few of the shareholders 
would have joined this company. (Hear, hear.) He hoped the shareholders 
would have sufficient confidence in the property to keep their shares until, 
at all events, the work of development had had a fsir trial. He asked whether 
the London expenses could not be reduced ? (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. MARCUS thought it would be of interest if Mr. Jose, who was one of the 
vendors, and was now on the direction, should enlighten the shareholders as to 
how matters stood, 

The CHAIRMAN said he would just answer the point which Mr. Nesham had 
raised, as to the expenses by stating that the directors, managere, aud secretary 
had voluntarily reduced their emoluments by one-half, (Cheers.) He mentioned 
incidentally that Mr. Nesham, who had been good enough to express such 
confidence in the board was the largest shareholder in the company, holding, 
as he did, 1',000 stares, some of which he had boug!t at a high premium. 

Mr. Jose, having expressed his regret that the results had veen so unsatisfac- 
tory, stated that he had never seen or had any communication witt Capt. Tre- 
dinnick before he reported upon the mine; but he had asked Messrs. Joun 
Taylor and Sons to send sume competent man to report upon tue property, 
which he (Mr. Jose) had not seen since 1370 = Tue results of the working of the 
mine up to the date at which it was handed over to the company had been fuily 
certified by Messrs. Turquand, Youngs, and Co., and he was entirely at a loss to 
know why there should have been such a falling off. He believed that with a 
little patience the mine would eventuaily turn out as well as it had ever done. 
The returns had varied; but in his experience they had always yielded protits. 
The smelting had fallen off; but in times past that used to be a source of con- 
siderable revenue. He thought that the new superintendent would be able to 
regain the position which had been lost in that respect. 

Mr. TEMPLE asked whether it was nota known fact that the mines on the 
coast. of Bolivia became poorer in depth, and whether Mr. Jose was not aware of 
that fact ? 

Mr. Jose: That is not the fact ; the richest mines in Bolivia are the deepest. 
You may divest yourself of that notion entirely. 

The CualRMAN added that he had never heard that it was a peculiarity of 
Bolivian mines that they beeame poorer as they became deeper. What they 
were mainly relying upon, however, was upon finding ore in the eastern portion 
of the Carmelita Mine at a corresponding depth to that at which they bad found 
itin the western portion 

Mr. Epwin H. GALsworrtay, after referring to the natura! disappointment at 
the results of the operatious during the period under review, said he was hope- 
ful of the future of the company, especially after the statemneuts of the C hair- 
man and Mr. Jose. It was a littie douttful as to whether Oapt. Tre linvick 
should have been selected as superintendent, for though he might be a first-rate 
Cornish miner, that did not prove his ability to manage mining and other 
establishments in Bolivia. However, the board seemed to have done ali they 
possibly could to remedy this state of affairs. He expresse. his satisfaction at 
the reduction which had been made in the expeuses, aud asked for information 
with regard to the calls in arrear. 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply, stated that since the accounts were closed more than 
half of the arrears of calls had been paid. The remainder were perfectly ood 
and would shortly be realised. With regard to the smelting,a neighbouring col- 
liery owner had started smelting-works, and was buying oves to smelt at prices 





| which this company could not giveand make a profit, As tv another call, it would 
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* necessary to make a call before long for the purpose of opening up the other 
mines, but the amount of the call would not be more than was absolutely re- 
quired.——The report and accounts were then unanimously adopted. 

Mr. WiLtans asked whether some arrangement could not be made by which 
Mr. Jose should go out and inspect the property and advise the board as to its 
management ? 

The CHArRMAN said the board had asked Mr. Jose to do so, and perhaps, as 
that request was endorsed by the shareholders, he would consent to do so. 

Mr. Jose, however, said he could not visit the mine. 

Mr. RicHagp TAaYLor said he thought it right to explain how it was that 
Capt. Tredinnick was chosen to inspectthe mine. Messrs. Jose and Odgers, the 
owners of the property, applied to his firm to send out a competent minin 
engineer to inspect their mine for them, and he understood that the reason o 
that request was that Mr. Jose, who had been long engaged in the management 
of the mine, was rather in failing health, and wished to dispose of the property. 
There was no question at that time of disposing of it to any company, but simply 
a request that the capabilities and value of the mine should be reported upon. 
Capt. Trediunick inspected the mines, and reported upon them as requested. 
The next step in the matter was that Messrs. Jose and Odgers offered the property 
to the Cape Copper Company's directors, and they, being favourably impressed 
with the report of Capt. Tredinnick and with the interviews they had 
with him, ultimately decided to send him out to manage the property, 
asit had been managed before ay a man who had no greater qualifications 
in any respect than Capt. Tredinnick. If Capt. Tredinnick was charged with 
any errors in mining it could easily be shown that such charges were ground- 
less. Besides large experience in Cornwall he had been employed as agent of 
the Pontgibaud Mines in France, He had met with unexpected difficulties at 
Tocopilla. When he first inspected the mine there were several rich points in 
it, and when he was there he strongly recommended the repairing the shaft in 
the eastern portion of the mine—Jose’s shaft—and the timbering of the levels, 
his opinion being that at similar depths to those at which the mines had been 
60 productive in the western part of the mine ore would be met with in the 
eastern ground, and there were very strong grounds for believing that, because 
above the No. 9 level the eastern ground had been richer than the western, 
This prospect of improvement in the eastern part of the mine continued to beas 
good as it had ever been. Unfortunately, the rich points which Capt. Tredinnick 
saw when he first inspected the property had nearly all failed; but there was 
no reason to fear that they would not have rich deposits again. On the con- 
trary, there was every reason to anticipate that by a persevering and regular 
system of development they would mect with fresh shoots of ore, He believed 
that Capt. Tredinnick had.done his best. He was a thoroughly upright, con- 
sciencious man, and he had the greatest confidence in his ability. With regard 
to the smelting, there was no reason to anticipate the competition which had 
arisen, The colliery owner to whom reference had been made was giving a 
higher price for ores to smelt than this company could, because he required 
them to mix with the carbonates and oxides of copper which he got from other 
mines in the neighbourhood, Mr. Taylor concluded by reiterating his conti- 
dence in the ability and integrity of Oapt. Tredinnick. (Cheers.) 

The CHAIRMAN moved tle re-election of the retiring directors, Messrs, 
William Bevan and John Galsworthy.——Mr. Tuomas C. REYNOLDS seconded 
the motion, which was carried. 

The auditors, Messrs, Turquand, Youngs, and Co, and Mr. Thomas Collins, 
M.P., were re-elected. 

The meeting closed with a vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors. 


HE SOUTH-EAST WYNAAD ESTATES AND GOLD MINING 
COMPANY. 


In pursuance of a requisition of shareholders, an extraordinary 
general meeting of shareholders was held at St. Michael’s Hall, on 
Wednesday, Mr. ARTHUR HALL in the chair, for the purpose of con- 
sidering the present position of the company, and the course to be 
pursued with regard to the petition now before the committee, and 
the future management of the company. 

Mr. W. H, THOMPSON (the secretary) read the notice calling the 
meeting. 

The following circular, issued by the board and signed by the 
secretary, shows the.present position of the company :— 

“Tam instructed by the board to inform you that at the instance of a com- 
mittee of shareholders, the Vice-Chancellor Bacon has directed that the petition 
presented on behalf of a shareholder for the winding-up of the company shall 
stand over until May 26 next, and that an extraordinary general meeting of the 
company shall be forthwith called to ascertain the views of the general body of 
the shareholders as to the future of the company. The position of the company 
at the present moment is as follows:—The funds are exhausted; Mr Evans has 
advanced to the company sums amounting to 6500/., and other claims on the 
company amount at the present time to about 340//. The board are advised 
that although expenses may to a certain extent be reduced, yet it is absolutely 
necessary to incur a considerable expenditure in wages and salaries for the pur- 
pose of a the yo” in an etticient condition, even if ne further mining 
extension shall take place. The directors are most desirous that the company 
shall not be wound-up, having great hopes of its future success, if further funds 
can be forthcoming; but having regard to the result of their recent appeals to 
the shareholders, they felt bound not to oppose the petition, The meeting, 
therefore, of which formal notice is annexed, will have to consider earnestly the 
possibility of obtaining funds, either by subscription from the shareholders or 
otherwise, and the board are of opinion that to put the company in a satisfac- 
tory position at least 15,000/. should be provided beyond the present liabilities. 
In the expenditure of this sum it is contemplated to work out, crush, and treat 
the reserves of ore stated by the manager to be available. If the shareholders 
should resolve that mining operations be suspended, the board would advise that 
in any case the mines and machinery be kept in efficient ss order, and 
the estates cultivated with a view of ultimate realisation of both coffee an’ cin- 
chona, If arrangements can be made as to the existing claims on the company 
the property can probably be kept in an efficient condition for 12 months at an 
expenditure of 50002. It should, therefore, be clearly understood that the board 
do not either desire or advise a winding-up, but are of opinion that this course 
is absolutely necessary, unless funds at least adequate to keeping the property 
in a state of efficiency be forthcoming. The annexed notice, therefore, embraces 
@ resolution for a voluntary winding-up, in orier that such a course may be 
within the power of the meeting in case, after discussion, such should seem de- 
siravle,as further delay would ensue if such notice were not now given. As 
the subjects to be discussed at the meeting are of vital importance to every 
shareholder, you are earnestly invited to attend if possible.” : 

‘he CHAIRMAN said he had but little to add to the information 
contained in the cireular. The amount now to the credit of the com- 
pany at the bank was 501., the efforts of the directors to raise any 
more money having utterly failed. He understood from a circular 
which had been issued on behalf of the committee that the object 
was to get the pecition now before the committee thrown out before they put 
any scheme before the committee. He thought it would be as well to have the 
echeme first, 80 thatin the event of the petition being thrown out they would 
know what it was proposed todo, He might mention that the latest reports 
trom the mine were very much more satisfactory than they had been, and it 
seemed suiciial to stop proceedings at the present moment. The last steam bat- 
tery was ready to go to work, but this could not be done without money. The 
ore had been found in large quantity and good quality, so there was nothing to 
discourage the shareholders in the latest reports from the mine, He (the Ouair- 
man) said the committee did not see their way to do anything till the petition 
was off the file, after which the committee would send proposals to the share- 
holders,. He might mention there were a great many proxies sent in on behalf 
of the committee. 

Mr. BNKLL said he had advised the committee in the course they had taken. 
It was only in consequence of the illness of Vice-Chancellor Bacon that the 
petition to wind up the company was not heard on Saturday, when all the pro- 
perty of the company would have gone to the wind. If the company had to be 
wound up it could be wound up voluntarily much cheaper than in the Court of 
Chancery, but he did not think there was any necessity for winding up the com- 
pany at all. The course the directors should have taken was to have come 

efore the shareliolders, and then if it was their wish that the company should 
be wound up, which could only be done by the consent of three-fourths of the 
number. They had been told that from cinchona and coffee alone they would in 
a few years realise 10 per cent, The only point before the Vice-Chancellor was 
whether the company should be wound up or not, and on this point the Vice- 
Chancellor wanted to ascertain the wishes of the shareholders. The question 
was what was to be done, The company had no money, and if the directors 
came before the shareholders for money whilst the petition was on the file they 
would not get it. If this petition were removed he did not think there was any 
fear of any further petition being presented. He suggested that they should 
pass a resolution with regard to the future, and to oppose the resolution, and 
that then the business be adjourned for a certain time to ascertain whether the 
money could be raised. He thought about 15,0002. would be required to bring 
the company to a successful state, If they decided not to go on working the 
mines, but simply to cultivate cinchona and coffee, then about 50002. would be 
sufficient beyond the amount due to Mr, Evans, one of the directors, He moved 
—* That this meeting is of opluion that if the petition for winding up the com- 
pany, presented by Mr. Eagicton, now before the Court be dismissed, that 
arrangements may be made to continue the operations of the company, and the 
directors therefore b+ and they are hereby requested to oppose the said petition, 
and to press for its disinissal.”"——Mr. Lona seconded the motion.

Mr. LOVERING, in moving the resolution, stated that Mr. Griffiths, 
who is the largest shareholder, had trayelled from Portugal expressly 
to attend this meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said he was exceedingly glad to see so large a 
meeting. He would mention why they were here to-day. It would 
be in the memory of all shareholders that in the beginning of Dec- 
ember last this company ceased paying dividends. Up to Oct. 1 the share- 
holders had been in receipt of 12 per cent. regularly paid. In the beginning of 
December the shares began to drop. He himself had 3250, and he and Major 
Kinder, who was also a large shareholder thought that some notice should be 
taken of this cessation of dividend, and that a committee should be formed to 
look into the state of affairs. In this they were seconded andassisted very much 
by Mr. William Abbott, who had worked with the committee on the most 
friendly terms, and had interested himself very much to get at the bottom of 
the business. From time to time certain accounts had been issued, but these 
accounts were not satisfactory, and Mr. Abbott took upon himself to send to 
Leadville a Mr. Baleh,a regular accountant from New York. Ata subsequent 
meeting the committee thought it advisable to call a meeting of the larger 
shareholders to report progress, and that meeting was held on April 5 last, and 
the proceedings at that meeting were reported in the papers. The report which 
Mr. Balch sent over ran to 75 pages of closely-printed matter, which it was im- 

possible to send to every shareholder, but a digest was made of it which was 
send round. The accounts were so unsatisfactory, and the whole position so 
difficult to get at and understand, the committee called in the assistance of 
Messrs. Ashurst, Morris, and Co., the eminent mercantile solicitors. The ques- 
tion came before the committee as to what was best to be done, was the com- 
pany to collapse, or had it a property which was worth going on with?

Much has been heard of late of the superiority of the mining 
machinery made in America as compared with that manufactured in 
this country, but from all that can be ascertained upon careful 
investigation this claim of American superiority is entirely un- 
supported, and not only so but many of the American machines are 


wechanically wrong in construction, and certainly wanting in| 


strength and solidity as compared with those made in this country. 
There are few subjects which could be discussed in the columns of 
the Mining Journal with greater advantage to British mining enter- 
prise abroad and to manufacturing industry at home than the relative 
advantages of the principles adopted in the construction of the 
wachines intended for use in mines,

The early history of the great Mississippi river was traced in a 
| highly interesting inaugural address delivered at the opening of the 
| session by Prof. J. W. Spencer, F.G.S., of the State University of 
| Missouri. He remarked thatin the present Mississippi we have only 
a diminished remnant of the mightiest river that ever flowed over 
any terrestrial continent. The Mississippi with its tributaries as we 
now see it drains half of the central portion of the continent, but it 
| formerly drained, in addition, at least two of the great lakes and 
| many of the great rivers at the present time emptying into the 
colder Arctic Sea. 
| Like human histories, the events of geological time are divided 
| into periods. The geologist divides the past history of the earth and 
lits inhabitants into five great times, and these, again, irto ages, 
| periods, epochs, and eras. At the close of the first great time— 
| called Archean—the continent south of the region of the great lakes, 
excepting a few islands, was still submerged beneath a shallow sea, 
and, therefore, no portion of the Mississippi was yet in existence. 
At the close of the second great geological time—the Pa!wozoic—the 
American Continent had emerged sufficiently from the ocean bed to 
permit the flow of the Ohio, and of the Mississippi, above the mouth of 
the former river, although they were not yet united. Throughout 
the third great geological time—the Mesozoic—these rivers grew in ! 
importance, and the lowest portions of the Missouri began to form a 
tributary of some size. Still the Ohio had not united with the Mis- 
sissippi, and both of these rivers emptied into an arm of the Mexican 
Gulf, which then reached to a short distance above what is now their 
junction. In point of time the Ohiois probably older than the Missis- 
| sippi, but the latter river grew, and eventually absorbed the Ohio as 
;atributary. In the early part of the fourth geological time—the 
| Ccenozoic—nearly the whole continent was above water. Still the 
Gulf of Mexico covered a considerable portion of the extreme 
Southern States, and one of its bays, extending as far north as the 
mouth of the Ohio, which had not yet become a tributary of the 
Mississippi. 
time a flowing river. 

He next directed attention to the study of the history of the great 
river in the last days of the Coenozoic time and early days of the 
fifth and last great geological time, in which we are now living— 
the Quatenary, or age of man—an epoch which I have called the 
“great river age.” It is to the condition of the Mississippi during 
this period and its subsequent changes to its present form that I 
wish particularly to call yourattention. During the great river age 
we know that the eastern coast of the continent stood at least 1200 ft. 
higher than at present. The region of the Lower Mississippi was 
also many hundred feet higher above the sea level than now. Al- 
though we have not the figures for knowing the exact elevation of 
the Upper Mississippi, yet we have the data for knowing that it was 
very much higher than at the present day. 
from the gulf to the mouth of the Ohio River, was of enormous size, 
flowing through a valley with an average width of about 50 miles, 
though varying from about 25 to 70 miles. In magnitude we can 
have some idea when we observe the size of the lower 300 or 400 
miles of the Amazon river, which has a width of about 50 miles; but 
its depth was great, for the waters not only filled a channel now 
buried toa depth of from 300 to 500 ft, but stood at an elevation 
much higher than the broad bottom lands which now constitute 
those fertile alluvial flats of the Mississippi Valley, so liable to be 
overflowed. From the western side the great river received three 
principal tributaries—the Red river of the south, the Washita, and 
the Arkansas, each flowing in valleys from 2 to 10 miles in width, 
but now represented only by the depauperate streams meandering 
from side to side over the flat bottom lands generally bounded by 
bluffs. The Mississippi from the east received no important tribu- 
taries south of the Ohio; such rivers as the Yazoo being purely 
modern and wandering about in the ancient filled-up valley as does 
the modern Mississippi itself. So far we find that the Mississippi 
| below the mouth of the Ohio differed from the modern river in its 

enormous magnitude and direct course. From the mouth of the 
Ohio to that of the Minnesota river, at Fort Snelling, the charac- 
teristics of the Mississippi Valley differ entirely from those of the 
lower sections, It generally varies from 2 to 10 miles in width, and 
is bounded almost everywhere by bluffs, which vary in height from 
150 to 500 ft., cut through by the entrances of occasional tributaries. 
The bottom of the ancient channel is often 100 ft. or more below the 
present river, which wanders about from side to side over the “ bot- 
ton lands” of the old valley, now partly filled with debris, brought 
down by the waters themselves, and deposited since the time when 
the pitch of the river began to be diminished. The most interesting 
portion of the study refers to the ancient eastern tributaries and the 
head waters of the great river. 

The greater portion of the Ohio river flows over bottom lands, less 
extensive than those of the west, although bounded by high bluffs. 
The bed of the ancient valley is now buried to a depth of sometimes 
100 ft.or more. However, at Louisville, Ky., the river flows over 
hard rock, the ancient valley having been filled with river deposits, 
on which that city is built, as shown first by Dr. Newberry, similar 
to the closing of the old courses of the Mississippi at Des Moines 
Rapids and Kock Island. However, the most wonderful changes in 
the course of the Ohio are farther up the river. Mr. Carll, of l’enn- 
sylvania, in 1880 discovered that the Upper Alleghany formerly 
emptied into Lake Erie, and the following year Prof. Spencer pointed 


out that not only the Upper Alleghany but the whole Upper Ohio | 
formerly emptied into Lake Erie by the Beaver and Mahoning Val- | 


leys (reversed) and the Grand River (of Ohio). Therefore, only that 
portion of the Ohio river from about the Pennsylvania (Ohio State 
line) sent its waters to the Mexican Gulf during the great river age. 

Other important differences in the river geology of our country 


were Lake Superior emptying directly into the northern end of Lake | 


Michigan, and Lake Michigan discharging itself, somewhere east of 
Chicago, into an upper tributary of the Illinois river. Even 
by removing rock toa depth of 10 ft.,some of the waters of Lake 
Michigan have been made to flow into the Illinois, which was for- 
merly a vastly greater river than at present, for the ancient valley 
filled with drift. 

The study of the Upper Ancient Mississippi is the most important 
of this address. The principal discoveries were made only a few 
years since by Gen. G. K. Warren, of the Corps of Engineers, U.S A 
At Fort Snelling, a short distance above St. Paul,

and having a width of 1 or 2 miles, or more, all the way to the 
height of land, between Big Stone Lake and Traverse Lake, the 
former of which drains to the south, from an elevation of 992 ft. 
above the sea, and the latter only 6 miles distant (and 8 ft. higher) 
empties, by the Red river of the north, into Lake Winnipeg. Dur- 
ing freshets, the swamps between these two lakes discharge waters 
both ways. The valley of the Red river is really the bed of an im- 
mense dried-up lake. The lacustrine character of the valley was re- 
cognised by early explorers, but all honour to the name of General 
Warren, who, in observing that the ancient enormous Lake Winni- 
peg formerly sent its waters southward to the Mexican Gulf, made 
the most important discovery in fluviatile geology —a discovery which 
will cause his name to be honoured in the scientific world long after 
his professional successes have been forgotten. 

The valley of Lake Winnipeg, in Generai Warren’s opinion, only 
belonged to the Mississippi since the “ice age,” and exp!ained 
the changes of drainage of the great north by the theory of the 
local elevation of the Jand. Facts which settle this question have 
recently been collected in Minnesota State by Mr. Upham, although 
differently explained by that geologist. However, he did not go far 
enough back in time, for doubtless the Winnipeg Valley discharged 
southward before the last days of the ice age, and the great changes 
in the river courses were not entirely produced by local elevation, 
but also by the filling of the old water channels with drift deposits 
and sediments. Throughout the bottom of the Red River Valley a 
large number of wells have been sunk to great depths, and these 
show the absence of hard rock to levels below that of Lake Winni- 
peg; but some portions of the Minnesota river flow over hard rock 
at levels somewhat higher. Whether the presence of these some- 
what higher rocks is due entirely to the local elevation, which we 
know took place, or to the change in the course of the old river, re- 
mains to be seen. Mr. Upham has also shown that there is a valley 
connecting the Minnesota river, at Great Bend at Mankato, with 
the head waters of Des Moines river,as Prof. Spencer predicted to Gen. 
Warren a few months before his death. At the time when Lake 
Winnipeg was swollen to its greatest size, extending southward into 
Minnesota, as far as Traverse lake, it had a length of more than 
600 miles and a breadth of 250 miles. Its greatest tributary was 
the Saskatchewan—a river nearly as large asthe Missouri. It flowed 
in a deep broad canyon now partly filled with drift deposits, in some 
places to 200 ft. or more in depth. Another tributary, but of a little 
less size, was the Assiniboine, now emptying into the Red river at 
the City of Winnipeg. 

Following up this river in a westerly direction one passes into the 
Qu’Appelle Valley, the upper portion of which is now filled with 
drift, as first shown by Prof. H. Y. Hind. ‘This portion of the valley 
is interesting, for through it, before being filled with drift, the south 
branch of the Saskatchewan river formerly flowed, and constituted 
an enormous river. But subsequent to the great river age, when 
choked with drift, it sent its waters to the North Saskatchewan, as 
now seen. There were many other changes in the course of the 
ancient rivers to the north; but I cannot here record them. Prof. 
Spencer demonstrated that the ancient Mississippi and its tribu- 
taries were vastly larger rivers than their modern representutives. 
At the close of the great river age the whole continent su sided 
to many hundred feet below its present level, or some portion to 
During this subsidence the Mississippi 
States north of the Ozark Mountains formed the bed of an immense 
lake, into the quiet waters of which were deposited soils washed 
down by the various rivers from the north-western and north central 
States and the Northern Territories of Canada, These sediments, 
brought here from the north, constitute the bluff formation of the 
State, and are the source of the extraordinary fertility of the lands 
on which the future greatness of Missouri State depends. In point 
of antiquity the Ohio and Upper Mississippi are, in Prof. Spencer's 
opinion, of about the same age ; but since the time when in grow- 
ing southward they united, the latter river has been the larger. The 
Missouri river, though longer than the Mississippi, is both smaller 
and geographically newer—the upper portion much newer. 

Above Fort Snelling the modern Mississippi, though the larger 
body of water, should be considered as a tributary to that now 
called Minnesota, whilst the Minnesota Valley is really a portion of 
the older Mississippi Valley—both together formirg the parent 
river, which when swollen to the greatest volume, had the Sas- 
katchewan river for a tributary, and formed the grandest and 
mightiest river of which there is any record. 








MAXIM-WESTON ELrctric Company.—The slight misunder- 
standing between the shareholders and the executive appears to 
have been satisfactorily disposed of, and no doubt is entertained 
that at the confirmatory meeting the final sanction for the raising of 
the additional capital required will be given. The Chairman of the 
meeting on May 4—Admiral Sir E. A. Inglefield, C.L., stated that 
the directors had no desire to manage the affairs of the company 
unless they had the confidence of the shareholders, and they had 
passed a board resolution offering their resignation en masse.

After some discussion, Mr. In- 
verarity, a former director, stated, at the reqzuest of the meeting, 
that his scheme for raising the new capital was that the directors 
should be authorised to raise 50,000/. of it at 6s. 8d. the 12. share, 
half payable on allotment, the other half in not less than three 
months subsequently. As, however, the existing shares were not 
quoted at as much as 6s. 8d., he proposed, as compensation, that those 
who took the new shares at that price should have the option at any 
time within 18 months of taking up at the same price for every one 
new share now subscribed for two other new shares.

ReEMARKS.—-This week business has been somewhat interfered 
with by the Whitsuntide recesss, and partly in consequence no great 
change has been effected in the markets. At the same time, upon 
the resumption of business, the tone generally appears to have been 
more cheerful, and if transactions showed no particular increase, 

yet. a greater disposition to place orders and effect contracts has improved the 
Reeling and helped to place the markets upon a more satisfactory basis. How- 
ever, there ought not to be too much importance attached to this little extra 
strength in the tone until a sufficient time bas elapsed to test whether it is 





justifiable or not, whether it is based upon astrong foundation or whether it is but 
one of those mere fluctuations which so oftenarise, frequently leaving the markets 
without any improvement, but even making them still more depressed, Never- 
theless, to take the more hopeful view of the case, this somewhat diminished | 
hesitation on the part of buyers is a feature which diffuses itself throughout 
the trade and gives promise of the approach of some little revival, and whether | 
that will be allowed to develope itself into general activity hereafter is a matter 
which cannot as yet be predicted with any certainty. 1t must be left for after 
events to decide, and now it is only necessary to endeavour to fathom the causes 
which have created a slight rally in prices for certain metals. As regards those 
circumstances which affect the individual markets for the sundry metals we 
shall comment upon them more fully under their respective headings, but there | 
are features which influence the whole trade, it is true not largely, but yet | 
sufficiently to bear a limited affect of a favourable nature. 

The bright seasonable change which has lately taken place in the weather is | 
one point which tends to enhance the feeling, to raise it from that condition of | 
lethargy, dulness, and despondency into which it had fallen, as thereby agri- | 
cultural prospects are materially improved, and in consequence the future of | 
the trade is proportionately brightened. Again, trade having been restricted | 
and confined within narrow limits for a somewhat lengthened period the na- 
tural conclusion is that with a resuscitation an extra amount of business will 
have to be transacted, This isan idea which has long been cherished through 
the quiet and almost stagnant time that we have lately been passing, and as 
there has been an absence of all activity it is to be roy that the most sanguine 
views may be yet entertained. It is thought that the long interval which has | 
elapsed since there was anything like briskness in our markets has given an | 
ample opportunity for the consumption of almost all private stocks, and hence | 
the little more disposition to buy is attributed in chief part to the actual wants 
of the trade. There is one point which cannot be overlooked, as it ought to be | 
the means of very much stimulating the demand both for the general wants of | 
the trade and also for consumption, and that is the low prices that are for the | 
enlarge business in all its branches, and that they are rather unremunerative to 
sellers is pretty evident from the sharp and immediate stiffening tendency in 
them, which invariably occurs upon the slightest symptoms of any renewed

Nevertheless, there are a few places where work is said to 
have been fairly brisk, and the works kept going with a tolerable 
amount of regularity. Taken on the whole, the market appears to be in a rather 
better position than it was 4 few weeks back, for, according to the weekly ad- 
vices which we report from sundry and the chief manufacturing parts, there 
seems to have been a few extra orders placed, thus increasing the work at 
several of the mills. At the same time, there are still many places where the 
demand keeps extremely dull and work scarce, and consequently prices all 
round do not show any improvement whatever, but, on the contrary, there are 
instances where quotations are even still weaker. For Swedish iron, the demand 
is likewise very quiet, little business is being transacted, and what is done has 
to be carried through chiefly at reduced rates. With reference to the raw ma- 
terial, the advices from Glasgow, taken on the whole, are fairly favourable ; 
they show increased shipments and favourable comparisons with those for the 
same time of last year, and also a further reduced public stock ; but there are 
again more furnaces in blast, and, with the exception of 1881, more than there 
has been at the same time for several years past. 

In maker’s iron there is still rather a limited business being carried through, 
and prices keep steady at about the same rates as last week. The general state 
of the trade may be fairly gathered from the following returns. At the warrant 
market in Glasgow on Tuesday there was an extensive business done, and prices 
rallied from 47s. §d. up to 47s. 7d., there being sellers at the highest point at the 
close, while on Wednesday the market was steady and firm at 47s. 5d. to 47s. 6d. 
Yesterday, again, the market was reported strong with sellers at 47s. 6d. and 
buyers near, while the closing figure advised to-day 1s 47s, 3d. cash. The shipments 
last week were 16,296 tons, against 14,982 tons for the same week of last year, 
er an increase of 1314 tons, and which makes the total shipments for the 
whole of this year 220,278 tons, against 228,228 tons for the same period of last 
year, and 190,360 tons for the same time of 1881. There is another furnace in 
blast, the total now being 115, while the public stock has been further reduced 
by 175 tons, and now amounts to 579,534 tons, against 580,709 tons a week ago. 
The imports of Middlesbrough pig-iron into Grangemouth last week were 
2340 tons, against 3175 tons for the same time of last year, being a decrease of 
835 tons, and which makes a total increase for the whole of this year, compared 
with last, of 1690 tons, 

Business in the Cleveland district appears to have been greatly retarted on 


account of the holidays, and, in consequence, very little iron has changed hands, 


but prices are neverthelcss still firm, being quoted at the same rate as they 
were last week—that is 40s. for No. 3 and 39s, for forge iron. The shipments 
that have recently been made are fairly large, those last week being over 18,000 
tons of pigs and close upon 8000 tons of manufactured, including steel. In 
finished iron there is very little fresh business doing, enquiries being ex- 
tremely slack,‘but there are said to be still some good orders in hand for exe- 
cution. In prices no change is to be recorded, the rate for ship-plates being 
6/. 2s. 6d., and bars S/. 17s. 6d. Angles can be bought 5s, per ton cheaper than 
common bars, and the current price for puddled bars remains at 75s. net per 
ton. The report from Wolverhampton shows that sheet makers are pretty well 
off for work, while for hoops there isa good export demand, some fair orders 
having been placed for the United States. Prices, however, are without improv- 
ment, common hoops now ruling at 6/. 10s. to 6/. 15s.,and best branded hoops at 82. 
Gas strips can be bought from 6/. 5s., and sheets at 8. for doubles. Pigs are 
dull of sale at 40s. for common sorts. Very little business is reported to have 
been done upon the Birmingham market, and in consequence of the restricted 
demand prices are decidedly weak. With regard to general merchant iron, a 
few manufacturers who supply common and medium qualities are reported to 
be fairly off for orders, particularly for sheets; but business is very slack for 
best branded iron. There is a moderate enquiry for nail rods and hoops, but 
pigs are still slow of sale without variations in prices, 

Tin.—This week the course of the tin market has tended in 
favour of holders, but there have been no sharp movements. The 
tone has gradually hardened, buying has been steadily increased, 
while sellers have been somewhat more reluctant to effect contracts. 
So steady and gradual a movement can hardly fail to implant tone 
to the market, and rather indicates the upholding of prices for a longer period 
than if prices were advanced by wide fluctuations. But at the same time this 


sis an exceptional market, and what applies to ethers does not necessarily also 


apply totin. For instance,a steady, gradual rise in other markets would imply 
that that trade at least was reviving, that prices were being advanced upon 
their own merits upon the actual legitimate trade that was being transacted, 
and therefore their permanent maintenance would be probable; but in tin it is 
different, the movements in prices are caused from the operations effected by 
speculators rather than by consumers, and therefore, although this week they 
have gradually risen, yet there is many a precedent to show that they may 
either quickly be reduced again or enhanced to still higher figures without any 
apparent cause, but merely as it may suit the interests of certain operators. 
Therefore, while for a time the little extra buying has created a better feeling 
and raised prices toa somewhat more remunerative level, nevertheless the move- 
ment does not show, or inany way indicate, at what figure future prices may be 
quoted, for from what we have already stated the course of the market may at 
any moment be entirely reversed, and prices place it upon a very different 
range than what they are just now. Not that there seems anything in existing 
events to lead to the anticipation of any great change, but in a market so specu- 
lative sudden unaccountable fluctuations often occur, and should always be pre- 
pared for. . - :

THE EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY ACT AMENDMENT AND 
MINERS’ RELIEF FUNDS. 


The Bill brought in by Mr. Burt, Mr. BROADHURST, and some 
other members of Parliament for making the Liability Act of 1880 


compulsory, is now receiving great and unexpected opposition in | 


quarters where it was considered the miners in particular were most 
in favour of it. Northumberland and Durham have taken the lead 
in the crusade against the Bill, and it is expected that Lancashire 
and Yorkshire will follow. The ground for this opposition is the 
great advantage that the miners have derived from the establish- 
ment of what are termed permanent relief societies, which have been 
most liberally supported by the employers. By these societies pro- 
vision is not only made in the event of injuries or deaths taking 
place by accidents whilst working in and about mines, but the men 
and their families are also supported in the case of sickness or death 
from natural causes. In Northumberland and Durham there is a 
large accumulated fund, so that, under no circumstances, can the 
miners or their families be dependent upon the charity of the public. 
The Lancashire and Cheshire mines are in a similar position, for, 


since the establishment of the Permanent Relief Society, upwards | 


of 35,000 members have been enrolled, and there is now a capital in 
hand of nearly 34,000/, Since its formation the miners have con- 
tributed something like 145,000/. and the mineowners nearly 20,0001. 
According to the report the sums received last year were 27,2141. 
from the work people, and 6069/. from the owners of mines. 

In the West Riding of Yorkshire a similar relief society has been 
established for the mining body, and has been most liberally contri- 
buted to by Earl Firzwi..taM, Earl WH ARNCLIFFE, and other mineral 
lessors and proprietors of mines, and there is now a large capital in- 
vested, that will render unnecessary any appeal being made to the 
public in the event of a serious calamity occurring, such as has 
before taken place in the district. The Earl of DuDLEY, in South 
Staffordshire, has also become a most munificent contributor to the 
miners’ fund, the men having decided of their own free will to con- 
tract themselves out of the Act of 1880. Again, at the extensive 


mines and works at Staveley, in Derbyshire, where upwards of 5000 | 


workmen are employed, the Act was set aside in favour of a fund 
established by Mr. C. MEEKHAM, the managing director, and to 
which the company in the first instance contributed 2000/., and 
afterwards gave a certain percentage on the amount subscribed by 
the men. The advantages derived from these funds have been fully 
recognised by the men, and these they are not likely to give up for 
the doubtful benefit that would be derived from being unable to 
contract themselves out of the Liability Act. They also know that 
if the proposed Bill of Mr. Burt and his friends is carried their 
employers would not support the permanent relief societies as they 
had done, so that the provision now made for them and their fami- 
lies during sickness, and in the event of death resulting from it 
would be taken away. ; 

It is true that the Amendment Bill is not retrospective, but that 
would not be of material advantage, for it would create two classes 
in a mine, one having the advantages of belonging to an established 
society founded for giving relief in the case of injuries or death, 
the result of accident as well as in sickness, &c., and the other 
obliged to come inside the operations of the Employers’ Liability 
Act. The men, one would think, should be the best judges of what 
is likely to be most to their advantage, but all right or power in the 
matter would be taken away from them should the Bill introduced 
by Mr. Burt and backed by Mr. BROADHURST become law 

In framing the Bill an attempt has been made to conciliate those 
connected with permanent bencfit societies. and this has been done 
by following very closely upon the lines of the German law of 1871, 
relating to mines in particular. The Bill now before Parliament 
states that in determining t'e amount of compensation “ the Court 
shall take into consideration the value of any payment or contri- 
bution made by such employer to any insurance fund or compensa- 
tion fund to the extent which any person who would be otherwise 
entitled to compensation under the said Act has actually received.” 
This is in escevdance with the 43rd section of the law of the German 


Empire—that “ if the killed or injured be insured against accident in 

an insurance office, miners’ fund, miners’ relief fund, sickness, or other 

fund, to which the owneralso paid premiumsor other contributions,then 

the payments from the person entitled to relief are deducted from the 

compensation.” The two sections, it will be seen, bear a striking 
| similarity to each other. However, the opposition that has been 
raised against the proposed change, which would be most disadvan- 
tageous tothe workmen, is likely to be successful, so that the chances 
of the Bill passing into law are by no means promising.

| THE EXPLOSIVES ACT, 1875—THE NECESSITY FOR THE 


ORDERS IN COUNCIL. 


That in issuing the new Orders in Council the Government were 
desirous only of preventing the improper use of nitro-glycerine com- 
pounds, and similar extra-dangerous explosives, is acknowledged by 
every loyal member of the community, and the attempt to propa- 
gate the false view that the restrictions are in any way prejudicial 
to working men who have been in the habit of using dynamite and 
the like in their legitimate work is reprehensible in the highest de- 
gree. So far as miners and quarrymen are concerned the new Orders 
will not necessitate any appreciable change in the precautions which 
have been compulsory for the past seven years, and which have caused 
no inconvenience to avy individual or company which is not abso- 
lutely demanded for the safety of the community. The arguments 
of the manufacturers of nitro-glycerine compounds are not only 
illogical, but tend to bring discredit upon the wares they desire to 
sell. The sole recommendation of nitro-glycerine as an article of 
utility in connection is the fact that it is about 13 times more de- 
| structive than gunpowder; it is this property that has secured ex- 
plosives containing a large percentage of it so prominent a position 
in the market. Had not nitro-glycerine alone proved absolutely un- 
controllable as an explosive for industrial purposes the invention of 
dynamite would have been unnecessary, and were it not that dyna- 
mite is about thrice as destructive as best blasting powder not a 
pound of it would be annually sold to mines or quarrymen at the 
comparatively exorbitant price now charged for it. 

For mining and quarrying dynamite will doubtless be used as 
largely with the new Orders in force as without them, and the work- 
men will have no greater difficulty in obtaining all supplies they 
need; but it is unfortunately beyond question that the various 
criminal explosions have been produced with nitro-glycerine com- 
pounds. It is true that they have not always been purchased in the 
ordinary way of business, yet in some cases the source of the explo- 
sive not having been traced it would be difficult to prove illicit ma- 
nufacture. The circumstances attending three explosions which oc- 
curred in Glasgow on the night of Jan. 20 and morning of the fol- 
lowing day have been carefully investigated by Her Majesty’s Chief 
| Inspector of Explosives—Col. V. D. Majendie, C.B.—and his report 
| just printed leaves no doubt that gas, as was at first supposed, had 

nothing to do with the outrages. Col. Majendie reports that the 
first of these explosions occurred at the Tradeston Gasworks of the 
| Glasgow Corporation, at about 10°10 P.M. on Jan. 20; the second 
{occurred about 12°30 A.M.,on Jan. 21, on a bridge by which the

|to the Caledonian Railway Company, and situated near their Bu- 


chanan-street station. Col. Majendie’s connexion with these explo- | 


|sions arose from a telegram dispatched by the Procurator-Fiscal, 
| Mr. W. Brown, with the approval of the sheriff, requesting that he 
| might be directed to proceed to Glasgow to assist in elucidating the 
| explosions, which appeared to be of a mysterious and suspicious cha- 
|racter. As already stated in an interim report, he arrived at a de 
cided conclusion that all three explosions were effected by the agency 
of a nitro-compound, and that they were wilfully effected by some 
| evil-disposed person or persons. He has not felt that it entered 
| within the scope of his duty to enquire into who these persons were 
| likely to have been or by what motives they were impelled, that, as 
| it appears to him, is strictly a duty for the police. 

| As tothe explosion at the Tradeston Gasworks, Col. Majendie’s 
examination appears to have been most minute, and having made 
| it remarks that the consideration of the way in which this explosion 


occurred resolves itself into two separate branches—Was it what is | 


| properly called an explosion of gas; if not, to what agencycan the 
explosion be referred? He finds that it is quite certain that the ex- 
| plosion, however occasioned, was external to the gasholder, The 
proofs of this are absolutely conclusive. In the first place, the 
whole of the effects produced have radiated from a centre, which is 
external to the holder. Thus, the pieces of bracket and the broken 
pieces of guide plate are all blown to the left, the pieces of the 
cup joint are blown downwards, the pieces of the holder itself are 
all blown forward in a cone of dispersion, of which the apex is im- 
mediately to the right of the bucket. Secondly, the whole of the 
effects upon the side of the holder near the point of explosion have 
evidently been from without, as is exemplified by the blowing in of 
the plates, by the violent doubling inwards of a portion of the 12th 
plate, and the blowing inwards of the remainder, by the distribution 
|of what may be distinguished as the hdlder débris in a symmetrical 
| forward cone, and by the character and direction of the holes and 
| bulges in the holder, which have all been made from within, and in 
| no single instance from without. He concludes, from considerations 
which he states, that it is certain that the explosion was not a gas 
explosion at all—that is, was not an explosion of a mixture of gas 
jand air, The effects, he says, were evidently the result of an exceed- 
| ingly powerful explosive. This is shown not merely by the proofs 
which he has adduced as to the intensely destructive local action to 
| which the effects were due, but also and very remarkably by the 
| violent character of those effects as measured by the force and 
| velocity with which the débris was projected. He has shown not 
only that the pieces were driven with such force that a great num- 
| ber of them passed through the top and sides of the holder, and 
| travelled in some instances to distances of from 150 to 200 yards 
fem the point of explosion; but that they were projected with a 
| velocity of which some measure is roughly afforded by the fact that 
| rapidly as the holder fell when an escape was established it had not 
| fallen sensibly before some of the pieces had traversed the distance 
of 160 ft. which intervenes between one side of the holder and the 
other, and had effected the penetration of this side at a point which 
at the moment of the explosion is known to have been only just

!and as to the agency by which it was accomplished is furnished by

May 17.—The remarkable activity of the Steam Coal Trade during 
the present year is in striking contrast to the condition of trade in 
{other partsof the country. The growth of the steam coal trade of 
South Wales is remarkable, and hence the demand for docks as out- 
lets for the coal, and railways as a means of transit from the pits to 
the docks. Last week no less than 152,644 tons were sent abroad 
from Cardiff and 33,158 tons at Newport, with 23,569 tons coastwise ; 
Swansea, foreign, 24,235 tons. Prices range from 9s. 3d. to 11s. 6d. 

per ton, but the good colliery-screened is quoted at 11s. 
A local house in South Wales has just accepted an order for 10,000 
tons of steel rails on Canadian account at the very low price of 
{7. 16s.per ton. Withthe low wages ruling in Wales, andthe many 
new processes for cheapening production, it is evident that iron rails 
are a thing of the past. A parcel of 1330 tons has been sent to Cape 
Town from Newport, 848 tons to Port Natal, and 700 tons to Malmo; 
Cardiff has only sent one parcel of 240 tons away during the week. 
The amount of iron ore which has been received at Cardiff from 
| Bilbao is 10,557 tons, with 3458 tons from other places; at Newport 
| 7390 tons have been received of Bilbao and 7010 tons from other 
| places. The price is quoted at from 13s. 6d. to 14s. per ton. The

| Notwithstanding the long depression in the Tin-plate Trade the 
| want of enterprise as a means of revivifig an industry which is con- 
stantly expanding is remarkable, Over-production has kept this 
industry under a cloud for years, and must continue to do so while 
supply exceeds demand. Large fortunes have been made in the tin- 
| plate trade, and may again when the masters are in a position to 
defy speculators, and to deal direct with the United States mer- 
chants without their intervention. There is money to be made in 
the tin-plate trade yet if manufacturers were to turn their attention 
to the development of articles for domestic use to supersede the 
| fragile articles which now come under the denomination of crockery 
ware, china, and glass. Enamelled tin cups and saucers, jugs, plates, 
dinner services, drinking cups, and every other article of that de- 
scription would be much more serviceable if made of enamelled tin, 
and, atthe same time, more economical, while its cleanliness would 
| be unquestionable, Coke-mades now stand at from 16s, 6d. to 16s. 
per box, with a little more active demand. 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 

May 16.-The Steam Coal Trade on the north side of the Tyne 
continues extremely brisk, and the bulk of the collieries are fully 
employed. The Baltic trade is almost entirely in the hands of steam 
coal producers, and there is an abundance of orders on hand, in 
addition to contracts in the North of Europe. In the Mediterranean 
the case is different, as there is the keen competitors of the Welsh 
coal to meet them, but the statistics show that this great coal dis- 
trict continues to keep its place in the markets of the world, and 
The house 
rent question in the Northumberland steam coal field has long been 


'the cause of contention between the miners and the coa!masters, 
| but this difficulty is now nearly adjusted; the improvement in the 
| demand for this coal has greatly benefited both masters and work- 


men. Nearly the whole of the collieries now allow their workmen 
rent—that is, those who live in houses not belonging to the owners — 


and at several of the principal works additional houses are to be 


built, so as to accommodate the whole of the workmen. At the 
Cambois Collieries 60 additional houses are to be built. At Chop- 
pington a number of houses are in course of erection, and the Cram- 
lington Coal Company have leased a large number of houses near 
the works. Mr. T. W. Bunning, Secretary of the Coal Trade Associa- 
tion. has issued a valuable report on the Northumberland steam coal, 


| which should have the attentive consideration of owners of steam 


vessels, and all others interested in the consumption of steam coal. 
Fire-bricks and other fire-clay products are being freely shipped to 
the Baltic and other foreign districts. Large quantities of cement 
are also being shipped. In Durham most of the works continue to 
be well employed. The shipments of gas and other coals and coke 
continue good at Tyne Dock, and atthe docks and other shipping 
places on the Wear. The local chemical trade has been quiet of late, 
but a considerable improvement has occurred in the trade during 
the present year, and prices have also much improved, 

The general conditions of the Iron Trade show very little change 
in this district. Prices, however, have been very firm in Scotland 
during the past week, and this has affected the Cleveland trade to 


‘some extent, and larger sales have been made, and prices are very 


firm at late quotations, with a rising tendency. The absence 
of so many ironmasters at the meeting of the Iron and Steel 
Institute this week has had some effect in depressing the trade 
Not more than 40s. 14d. is quoted yet for No. 3 pig-iron. It 
is difficult to predict what will be the course of the trade here 
during the next three months. There is little change in manu- 
factured iron of any kind. Shipments for the week have been in 
finished iron 7362 tons, and pig-iron, 17,029 tons. In the iron ship- 
building trade there is still great activitv on these rivers, and 
launches taxe place almost daily, many of the vesse!s ng of very 
large tonnage. The new building yards at Scotswood are doing 
well, and other works of the kind will soon be in operation in that 
district west of the Tyne bridges.

The employees at the extensive works of the North Eastern 
Railway Company, in Gateshead, have applied for an advance, but | 
the manager, Mr. McDonnell, objects to any advance, on the ground 
that the present rate of wages is equal to the rates paid at similar 
works in the south. There is a considerable amount of agitation 
amongst the men on the question. The dispute at Mr. Clark’s works, 
at Sunderland, has been amicably settled. The death of Mr, Arm- 
strong, late manager of Palmer's great shipbuilding yard, has caused 
much regret; he was a most energetic and talented man, and highly } 
respected by his employers and all who came into contact witb him, | 
and also by all classes of workmen who were employed under his | 
direction.

UTILISATION OF TIN-PLATE SCRAPS. 

The separation of the tin from tin-plate scrap has received the | 
attention of inventors for many years past, and although the in- | 
dustry is not a very large one it is believed to have been fairly re- 
munerative to those engaged in it. One of the most recently devised 
processes of this class is that of Messrs. REINECKEN and POENSGEN, 
of Dusseldorf, who dissolve off the tin with a lye consisting of 
hydrate of soda or of potash dissolved in water, to which massicot 
has been added to excess, using a series of revolving drums, through 
which the metal is made to pass consecutively and automatically, 
whereby labour is economised and a very perfect removal of the tin 
ensured. The lye is placed in a series of vats or receptacles, in each 
of which is a cylindrical drum revolving on a horizontal axis and 
immersed to about half its diameter. The vats are heated so as to 
maintain the lye at about boiling point, either by external fire heat 
or steam jackets or by internal steam-pipes. The drums have large 
central openings in their sides ; they are supported on their shafts 
by internal radial arms situated at one side thereof, so as to leave the 
other side quite free. The arms have inclined branches at their ends, 
leading towards the free side, which is connected thereto by bolts 
passing through slotted holes, so that the side can be shifted round 
somewhat. A series of bars placed close together in a radial direc- 
tion are passed loosely through holes in the adjustable side and in 
the opposite arms, which bars constitute grate-like scoops or blades, 
by which the scrap metal in the dram is raised up as the drum re- 
volves. In addition to these bars, plates are provided which may be 
inserted behind the bars when it is desired to accelerate the delivery 
of the scrap metal from the drum, suchdelivery being also regulated 
by shifting the moveable side of the drum, so as to cause the bars 
to assume a more or less oblique position. 

A series of these drums are arranged side by side, and between 
each two is an inclined shoot connected to the fixed framing, and 
having at its upper end a hinged flap so arranged in one position to 
project obliquely into the interior of the drum and catch the scrap 
metal carried up by the scoops, and convey the same down the shoot 
into the next drum. When turned up on its hinge the flap prevents 
the delivery of the metal into the shoot. As the drum revolves in 
the lye of the vat a chemical reaction takes place between the lye 
and the tin on the scrap metal, the latter becoming dissolved by the 
former, while lead is deposited from the lye in the form of mud in 
the drum and the vat. As a portion of this mud is also deposited 
on the scrap metal, it is advisable to place together with the same a 
quantity of granular metal in the drum, which, asthe latter revolves, 
has a scouring effect on the scrap metal. The mud that is depo- 
sited in the vat is automatically removed therefrom by hinged 
scrapers on the outer surface of the dram. This mud is introduced 
into a heated retort to be reoxidised in order to be used over again, 

In operating with this apparatus the scrap metal, being introduced 
into the first drum, is first cleansed from dirt and other im- 
purities by the heated soda lye in the vat, after which it is conveyed | 
by the shoot into a second drum with perforated sides, which is not 
immersed in a vat, but through which a stream of fresh water is 
caused to pass continuously, so as to thoroughly wash off all im- 
purities adhering to the metal, which is then conveyed into a third 
drum, where the before described process of dissolving the tin from 
the metal is carried out. From this drum the scrap metal may be 
caused to pass through a fourth, fifth, and any other number of 
drums until the tin is entirely dissolved, after which the serap metal 
is again conveyed into one or more washing drums so as to thoroughly 
cleanse the same for use in any known manner. The lye in the vats | 
having become sufficiently saturated with tin in solution it is re- 
moved and clarified, and it may then be either treated in the known 
manner for the production of stannate of soda, or it may be diluted 
and treated with carbonic acid for the precipitation of the tin as 
oxide, leaving carbonate of soda, which may be separated from the 
liquor by centrifugal action and washing, and may then be treated 
with milk of lime for the production of caustic soda lye, to be used 
again in the above process,
